For the present the deferment 
may be less, but will not be more than 
nineteen hours, reckoned from the 
time of acceptance in the country of 
origin to clock time of delivery in the 
country of destination, except that, 
where cables are congested, sume fur. 
ther delay. may be ‘unavoidable. I 
have also obtained the consent of the 
Pacific Cable Board and of the Aus- 
tralian Government fo a similar re- 
duction of their charges for press mes- 
sages of this class. 

“The tariff of the New Zealand 
Government ia already very low and 
8 further diminuition is not asked. 
The effect will be that the rates on 
these deferred press telegrams between 
the United Kingdom on the one hand 
and Canada as well as the United 
States on the other, will be twopence 
halfpenny a word, instead of fivepence 
aa now. And between the United 
Kingdom and Australia and New Zea- 
land the rate will be fourpence half- 
penny a word, instead of ninepence. 

“I am in communication with the 
Commercial Cable Co. also on this 
question, but I regret I have not yet 

n able to arrange for a similar re- 
duction in cablegrams to and from 
India and Bouth Africa, but the East- 
ern Telegraph Co. has consented to 
carry Australiasian cablegrams at the 
reduced rate in the event of interrup- 
tion to the Pacific cable.. The ser- 
vice will come into full operation on 
the 15th inst., but the W. U. Anglo 
and direct United States companies 
will be pre to accept press tele- 
gtams at the reduced rates at their 
own offices on and from to-morrow.

HORSES NOT DOOMED. © 


We Have Double! Our Number In Ten 
Years Despite Automobiles. 

With the {ntroductiou of tbe automo 
bile, the taxicezb nod the motor trock 
a great deal wan xnid and written 
about the inipeuding doon: of the horse 
and the approaching “horseless age.” 
Ip accordance with the natural law 
governing the nurvira! of the fittest tt 
jooked as If ihe borae had ulmoat out- 
Itved its usefulness and soon would be 
Practically extinct. But. according to 
the Harness World, there are today 
more than twice as many horses in the 
United States ax there were in 1900, 
the very. year that the motor driven ve 
hicle began to demonstrate its inde 
pendence of the horse. 

According to the latest statistics, 
there are more than 32,000,000 horses— 
one horse to every three individuals in 
the United States. Their total valua- 
tion in round figures is $3,000,000,000, 
In 1900 there were 14,000,000 borses fn 
this country, with an average value of 
$41.61 each. a total valuation of $626,- 
000,000, In 1000 there were 80,000,- 
000 ho:ses, arerage ralue $95.64 each. 

It ts interesting to note that the 
horse makes and maintains the mir 
ket for nearly all the ont crop, worth 
$334.000,000; most of the hay crop, 
Worth $743,000,000, and a large part of 
the corn crop, worth $3.837,000,000, If 
we also consider the horse equipments 
—carringys, wagons, harness, 
saddles, bridles, shoes and bits, pri- 
vate stables, blacksmith sbops and 
horse repositories—it will be readily 
understood that the borse creates busi-

Salting Butter. 

Toproper salting of butter ts a fault 
which appears frequently: This gen- 
erally takes the form of uneven salting 
or the use of impure salt, says Ameri- 
ean Cultivator. Only the best dairy 
sut should be used, and it requires to 
be dredged on evenly in a dry state. 
Uneven salting, combined with too 
Uttle worklng, ts certain to result in 
objectionable drops of water, because 
water forms where the patches of 
salt dissolve, and it can be pressed 
out only by more working. After salt- 
fng the butter should be worked a 
little and then Jeft for about an .bour 
for the salt to dissolve before the final 
Making up. About half an ounce of 
salt to the pound of Dutter is generally 
required, though tastes differ in this re 
Spect. Lp any case the salt should be 
carefully weighed out and evenly dis- 
tributed. [t also should be stored 
a Gry place. :

Prince Chun’s Resignation of Regency 
{s Issued, Signed by All the Cabi- 
net’ and He Apolosizes.

—Looking to Great Britain. 


Pekin, Dec. 7.—An edict announcing 
the resignation of the R t, Prince 
Chun, was issued yesterday by the 
Empress Dowager. it is signed by the 
members of the Cabinet, and: points 
out that the administration has been 
unpopular and that a constitutional 
government has not yet’ been estab- 
lished, explaining this by “he fact that 
complications arose, the people’s 
hearts were broken and the country 
was thrown into turmoli. The Regent, 
tegrets that his repentance came too 
late and feels that if he continued in 
power his commands would soon be 
disregarded. 

The Regent has been granted 50,000 
tacls annually’ from the Imperial 
household allowances. 

The Regent sacrificed himself: in a 
last effort to save the throne for hia 
son, but unless all evidences fail, it 
is too late. Premier Yuan Shi Kai 
has let Pekin know that he has taken 
the British Minister, Sir John Jor- 
dan, into his confidence. He has told 
the Minister his plans, and says that 
he: hopes much from the Minister's 
mediation. 

On the other hand, the rebels last 
night confidently stated that Yuan 
Shi Kai is their man. They describe 
him as a master statesman, because 
he is Iermeee d the transition 
from the Manchu dynasty to a Re- 
publican withow® a massacre or an 
attack on the legations.

OUR SENSITIVE PLANET. 
Constant Changes In the Shape of the 
Earth’s Crust. 

One naturally thinks of the earth's 
crust as belug exceedingly solid and 
stable, except perhaps jn volcanic re- 
gions where enrthquakes are of fre- 
quent occurrence. As a2 matter of 
fact, however, the shell of our planet 
ts extremely sensitive and most dell- 
cately balanced, so that‘under the in- 
fluences of causes that seem altogeth- 
er insignificant in comparison with the 
gigantic bulk and weight of the earth 
it yields and fluctuates In a most 
amazing manner, 

To an eyo so placed as to be capa- 
ble of taking in at ove comprehensive 
glance the whole round outline of the 
globe it would not appear of precisely 
the samo shape during an entire day 
or even-an hour, Most of the changes 
referred to are, of course, very alight 
when compared with the size of the 
earth itself. 

The operation of atmospheric and 
oceanic and other similar causes is 
continually bringing about changes in 
the shape of the earth’s crust. One 
of the most interesting of the agencies 
whereby such alterations are effected 
is the carrying power of rivers. Wher- 
ever a great quantity of sand and 
gravel is being brought down from the 
interior of a continent and poured {oto 
the sca, as, for instance, along the 
northwestern coast of Europe or the 
gulf coast of the United Btates, the 
weigbt of tho earth's crust is slowly 
increasing. and the consequence is 
seen in the graduat subsidence of the 
shore. 

Such a sinking has been golng on 
for thousands of years along the North 
sea coust and on the continental sido 
of.the British channel, A similar de- 
presaion ts occurring on the eastern 
edge of our own country and along 
the gulf of Mexico. It has been eati- 
mated thst the gulf coast is alnking 
at the mte of nearly two feet in a 
century. 

Corresponding clerations must, of 
courac, occpr elsewhere. And to these 
slow changes in the level of the earth's 
crust earthquakes are due as well as 
to the morw violent local disturbances 
created by, volcanic action. —Harper’s 
Weekly.

Curious Fate That Overtook the Fa- 
" ther of Greek Tragedy. 

Aesebylus, the celebrated + Greek 
dramatic writer, ts: auiverxaliy cefer- 
red to ux the “father of Greck trage- 
dy.” Born of a nvdie famliy at Eleu- 
sis, in Attica, 525 U. C., at the age of 
twenty-four be det presented himself 
ut tbe festival of Bacchus as a com- 
petitor for the pubitc prize and fifteen 
years afterward gained his tirst vic- 
tory. ‘Ihe pre-eminence which he thus 
acquired was successfully maintained 
uli 408 8B. GO, when be was defeated 
io a similar contest by his younger 
rival, Sophocles. 

Aescbylus, mortified at the indignity 
be thought this put upon him, quitted 
Athens and went to the court of Hie 
ro, king of Syracuse. Of the remain- 
ing period of his Ufe but Iittle is 
known, except that be continued to 
prosecute his favorite pursuit, and 
that bis residence in Sicily was of 
some duration may be inferred from 
the fact that it was sufficient to af- 
fect the purity of bis language.

Thinness of the Gray Hued Films Just 
Before They Burst. 

What 1s 0 soap bubble? Nothing bat 
a film of water molecules held together 
by tbe cobesive power of soap in sola- 
ton. A soap bubble’s size and strength 
depend upon the right composition of 
the mixture that furnishes its mate- 
rlaL The colors in a soap bubble are 
due to what Is known in physics az the 
interference of light, and depend upos 
the varying thickness of the film of 
water. 

The observer who watcbes a bubble 
as it is blown will notice that the col- 
ors rapidly abase one another over the 
filmy globe. He will also seo that 
they vary {n hue growing less and 
less bright at the top of the bubble 
because there gravity atretches it 
downward and makes the film thin- 
nest, 

It is a singuler fact that the last 
color to appear on a soap bubble just 
before it breaks ts a gray tint. The 
thickness of the film when this tint 
appears upon it is less than the one 
aga and fifty-six-thousandth of ap 

b. 

Were a soap bubble to be magnified 
to the size of the earth and mole- 
cules magnified in proportion, thés the 
whole structure would be as coarse 
grained as a globe of small Jeadshot 
touching one another at their surfaces, 

In the blowing of a soap bubble there 
is presented the spectacle of the 
stretching of a liquid to the extreme 
limit of its capacity. In this way we 
come nearer to a aight of the invisible 
molecules of matter than could be got 
in any other way no matter how elab- 
orate the experiment.—Exchange.

In matters relating to the internal 
questions of Canada, in which it be- 
came necessary to represent the 
wishes and interests of Canada, he 
said he was at the service of the 
Dominion for the time being, as an 
intermediary conveying their wishes 
(subject to His. Majesty’s instruc. 
tions). to the United Btates. In mat- 
ters, which, while Canadian, were also 
of imperial concern, the British Home 
Government communicated directly 
with Canada through the Colonial 
Secretary. In neither case has he 
anything to do with the policies 
adopted, but only with the communi- 
cations between the British and Cana- 
dian Governments and that of the 
Unted States. But his visits to Can. 
ada had been of the greatest interest 
to him, b eneping him to understand 
more fully than he could otherwise 
have done, what were the views and 
ideas of the Canadian Government, 
so that he could better secure a per- 
fect understanding between ther& and 
the United States, and endeavor to 
help in solving any difficulties that 
might arise in a way just and eatis- 
factory to both.

Montreal, Dec, 11.—Sensational evi- 
dence was given. by Hon, Rodolphe 
Lemieux, K.C., ex-Poatmaster-General 
and ex-Minister of Marine, in the po- 
Uce™ court before Judge Lanctot on 
Saturday, in the case of Lucien Jean- 
nette and Felix Jette, who have been 
arrested c with obtaining mon- 
ey under false preterices by selling 
Government positions at Ottawa. 

Pierre Martel, 33 Bt, Ambroise 
street, St. Henri, appeared through 
his counsel, Severin Letourneau, KC. 
against Jeannette and Jette. 

Martel, in his disposition, states 
that he gave $115 to Jeannette and 
$145 to Jette, to purchase a good posi- 
tion in the Government at Ottawa. 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, K.C,, took 
the stand against the prisoners and 
was quéstioned by Mr. Letourneau. 
Mr. Lemicux swore that he did not 
know the’ prisoner, and so far as he 
knew, had received no letters from 
him. A. number of telegrams pro- 
duced were declared to be rank for- 

eries. The ex-Postmaster-Genera! 

lared that they had neither- been 
signed by him nor by any of his em- 
ployes at Ottawa. The only persons 
authorized to sign correspondence, he 
said, were his private secretary, Mr. 
Evarette, and certain assistant secre- 
taries. in the Department. 

Mr. Lemicux gave evidence to the 
effect that he had never authorized 
any party to offer positions under 
such circumstances.

IN PRISON CELLS. 
McNamaras “Are Initiated Inte San 
Quentin Penitentiary. 

San Quentin, Cal., Dec. 1.--The Me- 
Namaras yesterday entered San Quen- 
tin penitentiary, where James B. is 
condemned to spend the remainder of 
his life, for his confessed crime of 
murder, and John J., secretary of the 
International Bridge and Structural 
Tronworkers, is sentenced to’ fifteen 
years’ imprisonment for dynamiting. 

Whirled from Los Angeles on a fast 
night train, the men were taken from 
it at sunrise yesterday, p~* on a lit- 
tle river steamer and landed two 
hours and a half later at San Quen- 
tin prison wharf on the shores of San 
Pablo bay. The shackles which bound 
them together on the boat were slip- 
off and they toiled up the prison 

ill beside Sheriff W. A. Hammel of 
Los Angeles county. 

As the prison clock struck 10, John 
J. McNamara sepped 
threshold of the jail door, with his 
brother directly behind him. In five 
minutes James B. McNamara became 
convict No.°25,314 and John J. Me- 
Namara was No. 25,315. They were 
measured for jail clothing,  photo- 
srepeee in two itions, given a 
carbolic tinctu bath, put into 
stripes, shavel and crop; and re- 
ph, phed within an hour, and 
tu over the John Murray, lieu- 
tenant of the yard, who took them 
to cell No. 18 in a stone tier looking 
out over the prison’s upper yard, a 
great flower garden.

CHRISTENED AT FALLS. 


Indian Princess Principal In Unique 
p Ceremony. 


Niagara Falls, Ont.. Dec. 11.—With 
America’s greatest waterfall as the 
baptismal font. a little Indian prin- 
cess was christened in the natural 
tunnel under the Horseshoe Falls on 
Saturday afternoon. The christening 
was the second that has taken. place 
in the tunnel, the little princess’ 
grandfather, Oghema Niagara, “Chief 
Thunderwate?,*’ being the first child 
ever to be christoned beneath the 
mighty flo of Water. 

Although the parents of the child 
are pazans, the ceremons was per- 
formed by a christian mihister, ‘ey 
Geerze Hares, acter of St. Pacl's 
M. E, Chareh, officiating. The eleven 
months old dauchter =f 3r. and Mrs. 
Louls Keokuk Palmer, Cleveland, 
Ohio, was given the neme Mahoni- 
cee, “Morning Beauty." Aupawchee 
kaupaw-qua, “Woman - whose - rame- 
shall-never-die,"" Keokuk Paliner.. The 
party including about fifteen Indians 
of the Siczx-Fox tribe, descended in- 
to the tunnel under the falls shortly 
alter 4 o'clock. The little princess will 
be christened within a month eccord- 
ing to the fnith of her pagan parents. 

After christening the child, the 
party went to a point overlooking the 
Horseshoe Falls and listened to an 
address by Oghoma Niagara, Chief 
Thunderwater, whose English name is 
Henry Palmer. He declared the chilc 
would be taught both christian and 
pagan religions, and would be allowed 
to choose for herself which she would 
follow when she reached the age of 
seventeen, 





Robbers Raid Poot Room. 

New York, Dec. 11.—Five masked 
robbers burst into a pool room on 
Broadway, Brooklyn, late Saturday, 
and at the point of revolvera lined up 
forty men whose kets they rifled 
in real wild west fashion. 

The intrusion of the men was with- 
out warning, and their gunplay im- 
mediately caused a panic among the 
pool players, With guns in both hands 
the robbers soon had control of the 
situation and in less time than it 
takes to tell it, they had made the 
men give up watches and jewelry and 
money to the extent of $200 or more. 

While the robbery was going on, 
one of the men in the room managed 
to escape and gave a police alarm 
which brought the reserves from a 
nearby station. The officers surround. 
ed the building and caught two of 
the masked men as they were bolting 
out of the front door. Three of the 
robbers escaping by plunging head- 
long through the glass sash of the 
rear windows to the backyard.

Canada Sent 40,009 Nien When U. S&S. 


Nee-led Help, Says the Laird of Ski- 
bo, and the Republic Will Serr 
Four Hundred Thousand to Our 
A'd If Need Arises — Plans 

For Centenary of Peace. ¢ 


New York, Dec. 11.—Hon, Robert L.. 
Borden, Premier of Canada, and An- 
drew Carnegie, were ths guests at a 
dinner at the Hotel Astor Saturday 
night, given by the executive commit- 
tee of the national committee for the 
celebration of the one-hundredth an- 
niversary of peace among English- 

aking peopie. The celebration is 
planned to take place in 1914-15, Mr. 
Carnezie is chairman of the national 
committee. 

Speaking of Canada, Mr. Carnegie 
anid that the greatest tribute that 
could be paid to ex-Premier Laurier 
was the fact that he, a Frenchman, 
had been able to govern the Scotch. 

“The Frenchman that can do that,” 
he said. “‘needs no other diploma. But 
now that Canada has a Scotch Pre- 
mier 1 look for a. great advance in 
that country. You, in Canada, and we 
in America, have grown closer to each 
other year by year, and that should 
be the way with the whole English- 
apeaking race. I never did anything 
for the republic that I did not also 
do for Canada, both in the way of 
libraries and hero funds. 1 never 
found a man in Canada who was in 
favor of annexation to the United 
States, but I never found a man eith- 
e: whe objected to Canada annexing 
the United States. 

“When we were in trouble Canada 
sent us 40,000 men. If Canada is ever 
in trouble we will send you 400,000." 

Here Mr. Carnegie. grasped Premier 
Borden’s hand. and, holding it in 
his, nodded his head in emphasis of 
what he said. He added: 

“Telegraph me when you want 
them. You know my address.” 

He closed by expressing a hope 
that the day would come when the 
whole world would be a brotherhood 
of man. 

Mr. Borden talked of civil service 
reform in Canada. 

“The example of the American civi! 
service system,” he sa‘d, “has been of 
great help to us. We intend to work 
from that plan in the establishment 
of our’ own civil service aystem. Can- 
ada and America will maintain the 
most friendly feelings for each other.” 

Oscar S. Straus was the only speak- 
er who referred to the defeat of the 
reciprocity agreement by the Cana- 
dian people, which was the means of 
sitting. I'remier Borden in office. 

Mr. Straus said that the fact that 

ate did not go through would 
make nz 2ifsrencz in the mutual fecl- 
ifug of good wi!l between the two coun- 
tries. He added that the laws which 
were bringing capital and labor to- 
gether in Canada should be sdopted 
by. the Rates States, as they were 
fair all the way through, 
- John A. Stewart, chairman of the 
executive committee of the celebra- 
tion, spoke of the Leas for the com- 
ing observance. e said that the 
committee proposed to leave behind it 
as a memorial of the 100 years of 
peace, a building in this city dedicat- 
ed to public uses and it was, also pro- 
posed to erect a free memorial bridge 
over the Niagara River. 

Before attending the .dinner, Mr. 
Borden, in ,the afternoon, motored 
down to Oyster Bay. as the guest of 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, for lunch- 
eon. The Premier and the ex-Presi- 
dent had a two-hour chat. It was 
their first meeting and both express- 
ed considerable satisfaction at having 
met the other and expressed 8 hope 
of meeting soon again. 

Mr. Borden, during his stay, also 
met Henry W. Taft, 8 brother of the 
President, wjth whom he had a pleas- 
ant interview.

The possible damage to British com- 
mercin! interests is absorbing much 
attention, but the blow to British 
prestige among orientals causes most 
anxiety. 

The correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph at Delhi, where the great 
Durbar of jhe coronation of King-Em- 
peror-George is being held, empha- 
sizes this danger. 

The Outlook says: “‘We are face to 
face with one of the gravest crisis 
in the history of British in Asia.” 

The Nation says: “It means the 
worst blow which our prestige could 
suffer in the east.’

Salting Sutter. 

Improper salting of butter fs a fault 
which appears frequently. This gen- 
erally takes the form of uneren saiting 
or the use of impure salt, says Amerti- 
can Cultivator. Only the best dairy 
salt should be uscd, and it requires to 
be dredged on evenly in a dry state. 
Uneren salting, combined with too 
Uttle working, 1s certain to result in 
objectionable drops of water, because 
water forms where the patches of 
salt dissolre, and it can be p 
out only by wore working. After salt- 
ing the butter should be worked a 
Uttle and then left for about an hour 
for the salt to dissolve before the final 
making up. About half an ounce of 
salt to the pound of butter is generally 
required, though tastes differ in this re 
spect. In any case tho salt should be 
carefully welghcd out and evenly dis- 
tributed. It also sbould be stored in 
a dry place.

Machine Made Glass. 

For a long time it was thought impos- 
sible that window glass could be‘inade 
by a mechanical process, but the tage 
nuity of American manufacturers over- 
came all obstacles, and this kind of 
glass fy now: made, in al! sizes and 
thicknesses, by ap‘ improved process. 
Buch glass cannot be mannfactured by 
Pressure, because the surfaces thus 
produced are imperfectly transparent. 
The method of allowing the molten 
glass to fall through a narrow slit was 
also tried without success, for the sur- 
faces became striated. The process of 
drawing by lifting the molten glass tn 
sheets was foaily adopted But this 
required many {iogevious devices to 
prevent the glass from contracting toto 
colamnar or /¢ylindrical forms. All 
these diMcuities have cow been orver- 
come, so that it ls no longer 
to produce transparent sheeta of giass 
solely by the old blowing methods.—

Delvers In Canadian History. 

For aimost forty years the Domin- 
ion Government has had trained men 
engaged in collecting and collating 
Canada’s National Archives. At the 
present time more than 20,000 volumes 
of historical manuscripts or copies of 
manuscripts are stored in the Archives 
building at Ottawa. In order that 
this invaluable material might be 
brought nearer to the people in \ 
eral, the Federal Government . 
spas decided to try the experiment 
of grant aev historical re- 
search scholarships to students from

universities. These scholarships were 
of a value of $250 each, and were ten- 
able during the summer of 1911. The 
students were selected from the honor 
history classes by the professors in 
charge of the history department in 
each of the several universities repre-

Each student was given some phase 
of the history of his native province 
to work up. On the completion of 
his research the atudent was req 
to submit a thesis covering the work 
undertaken.

$75,000,000. Of the 28 native species 
of wood cut, the first nine were soft. 
woods, aersce being the most import- 
ent, as it furnished one-fourth of the 
total cut. Spruce and white pine to~ 
[Herod formed barely one-half of the 
910 cut, while in the year previous 
two ecies made up nearly 
three-fifths of the total. This decrease 
in' proportion is due not to a smaller 
cut of the two species, butte a great 
increase in: the amount of Douglas- 
fir, hemlock, cedar, and yellow ping 
prcdaced in British Columbia.

It is rather severe to call the Harvard stadiim 
as Moorfield Storey does, ‘‘a “monument to per- 


verted education.”” And yet one who has been 


out of college long enough to get a better per- 


spective of life than the average: undergraduate 
: pessesses, can hardly miss Mr. Storey’s point, 
says the Boston Traveler. s 
 Itisa glorious thing for the students to have 
a Roman coliseum to play with, even though 
this half-million-dellar toy is used ‘only a half a 
dozen times a year, if such grandeur enables little 
minds to expand to larges diménsiéns. Itisa 
glorious thing, too, to be able” to Spend vast 
amounts of money en athletic fads: “But really 
this adoration of physical strength—that i is a part 
of the worship of athletics—seems out of place 
dn professedly intellectual institutions ofa human 
age. 

One would suppose that students nowadays 
would prefer Odysseus to Achilles snd Athens to 
Hercules. The Greeks themselves evolved 
along this line. They learned that brains are 
more than brawn and cultureSmore: than athletic 
contests. But the present rah-rahing under- 
graduate ignores the fact that the Olympic games 
produced Aeschylus, Sophocles, Euripides and 
Aristophanes, while the names of the 
Marathon runners have been forgotten. 

College athletics have been as bad for genuine 

* athleticism as the star system has been for the 
Aimerican’ drama. A few men toil and sweat and 
‘tist'to hero-worship, while the many—-not able: 
to endure such strenuosity— shiver on the side 
fines. and yell. But, college yells, — energetic 
tfiotigh they may be, are a poor substitute for 
systematic exercise, 

“ Itis well enough to spend money on football 
teams and pay honors to winning heroes, so 
long as we do not go to extremes. Butit is 
more important to foster such & system of rat- 
jonal exercise as shall develop ‘and’ strengthen 
the body of every student according to. its need. 
When we do that we shail’strike a better balance 
between study and athletics. _And it may be

The appoin:- 
ment of a Regent would involve the 
passing of a special act of Parliament, 
as a Regency Act applies only to the 
death of the Sovercign when the heir 
to the throne is under age.

MEMORABLE YULETIDES. 
Odd Coincidence of Queen Victoria’s 
Sorrows at Christmas ‘Time. 

One of the most extraordinary 
Christmas days London ever had was 
that of 1891. The shops had been, as 
usual, specially prepared and decorat- 
ed with the object of attracting the 
buyers when suddenly, on Dec. 22, a 
thick fog came on. Not until the 
evening of Dec. 26 did it ltt This 
particular fog held the record for be- 
ing the heaviest London had known. 
Thirty ves were lost and over 200} 
accidents recorded. 

Christmas, 1860, was the coldest 
England and Scotland bad ever expe- 
rienced. Just three years later Christ- 
mas day was marred by ncews that 
William Makepence Thackeray, the 
great novelist, was dead, 

The late Queen Victoria's most mem- 
orable Christmases were the most 
pathetic. It was In less than a fort- 
night from Dec. 25, 1861, that ber hus- 
band, the prince consort, passed away. 
Bo affected was her majesty that she 
allowed fifteen years to pass before 
sbe celebrated Christmas day in the 
traditional fashion. Then ov Christ- 
mas day in 1872 the Prince of Wales, 
who became King Edward VIL, was 
so fll that his life was despaired of 
But he made a remarkable recovery.

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MADAME CURIE. : 
Madame Curie has again -won the Nobel 
Prize in chemistry, which amounts to some - 
twenty-odd thousand “dollars. This prize is 
awarded annually” by the trustees of the late 
Alfred Nobel, who amassed a large fortune from 
his invention of dynamite, and the winning of it _ 
is the highest honor that may come to a devotee 
ef: chemistry or physics. A ‘leading medical 
, journal gives the following sympathetic sketch, 
ofthe wonderful woman who has just won it : 

“Madame Curie, the widow of Professor 
Curie, is the. only ‘scientist. who has won two 
Nobel prizes. ° ; 

“Born in Warsaw, November 7, 1867, as a. 
daughter of ateacher of physics and chemistry 
Marie Slodowska received her first education in 
her'native town, especially in the laboratory of . 
heriather. When onty eighteen years of age 
she was forced to leave Poland for political 
reasons, and like so many of her compatriots, 
she found refuge in Paris. Here she entered the 
university, and after passing several examin-- 
ations, in 1900 became professor in physics at 
the normal school for girls in Severes. In 1903 
‘she received the degree. of doctor of physica 
science froin the ‘university of Paris; and there 
became lecturer in physic and later assistant to- 
the well known professdr of physics, Pierre Curie, 
whom she married in 1895 and by whom she had 
two children. With her husband she made ex- 
tensive reseachere, especially in the radioactivity 
of radium and polonium. Both Professor and 
Madame Curie were in 1903, awarded one-half of 
- the Nobel prize, class of physics, the other hal 
being given to A. H. Beoquerel. When in 1906, 
Pierre Curie was, at the age of 57 years, killed by 
a street accident iri Paris, his widow was appoint-- 
ed his succéssor in the chair of physics of the 
University of Paris. Madame Curie continued 
her researches and inthe beginning ,of 1911 as- 
pired to a seat in the French Academy of Scienc-- 
es, left vacant by the death of Gernez. But, 
although her scientific superiority was. admitted 
she received only 28 out of 65 votes. Six months. 
later the Nobel prize in the class of chemistry 
was given to Madame Curie, who ‘is indeed a 
remarkable woman.”

The Persian charge d'affaires at 
8t. Petersburg called at the Russian 
Foreign Office Inte yesterdsy to an- 
ounce officially his Government's 
decision to abide by the terms of the 
ultimatum. Up:to a late hour Inst 
night, however, no public announce- 
mont had Seen made at Teheran of 
the recession of Persin from the de- 
fiant stand she originally took against 
the demands of the Czar’s Ministers, 
even in the face of threatened aggre. 
sion. The delay in making public the 
fact that she had yielded to the Ruz- 
sian demands probably was through 
fear of the consequences of public 
resentment. Z 

Early yesterday official notices were 
posted on the walls of the city in 

rominent places ordering the people 

abstain from political meetings of 
any kind without having previously 
obtained police sanction, 

Mr. Shuster is still without formal 
notice of his dismissal. He is resolute 
in declaring that he would have noth. 
ing to do with the negotiations and 
would only recognize the right of the 
national council to dispense with his 
services. 

The exact form of Persia‘’s reply to 
Russia is not yet known, but from the 
latest news received from Teheran, it 
would seem that the Cabinet has over- 
tidden the wishes of the commission 
which the National Council appoint- 
ed to deal with the matter. 

Russians In Danger. 

&t. Petersburg, Dec. 23.—The fight- 
ing between the Russians and tho 
Persians, which was reported from 
Tabriz Thursday, lasted in the streets 
of the city throughout the day. The 
old citidel was bombarded. 

The Russian consul-general has sent 
to headquarters a request for rein. 
forcements in view of the danger to 
Russian subjects and. Russian pro- 
perty in the city. 

The Russians Cossacks at Resht, 
which is 16 miles northwest of Enzell, 
on the Caspian Sea, drove the Per- 
sians out of their position after con- 
siderable fighting. It was found that 
the Persians were armed with Rus- 
sian rifles. 

According to the despatches receiv- 
ed here, both at Tabriz and Resht, 
the fichting was opened by an attack 
on the Russians from a Persian am- 
buse: 

London Approves. 

London, Dec. 24.—The London morn- 
ing newspapers generally consider that 
Persia in acquiescing in the Russian 
ultimatum acted wisely and averted 
thercby Russian occupation of Tech- 
éran. 

The Times in an editorial congratu- 
lates the Persian Cabinet. It says 
the Cabinet needed no little courage 
to follow so unpopular, if sensible, a 
courze. 

Disagree on Reply. 

Teheran, Dec, 23.—The commission 
appointed by the National Council to 
dea! with the acceptance of the Rus- 
sian ultimatum held a long session 
last night, but it is repo’ that its 
members were unable to agree on the 
wording of the Cabinet’s draft of a 
reply to- Russia. . 

t is stated in Russian official cir-. 
cles that while the Russian Govern- 
ment is sincerely desirous for an ear- 
ly withdrawal of its troops in Per- 
sia, it will be unable to pledge an 
evacuation immediately. Persia com- 
plies with the terms of the ultima- 
tum. Speculation is rife whether the 
cabinet will act without sanction. On 
its failure to do so the commission 
would assume dictatorial power. 


Kaiser Forbids Travel. 

London, Dec. -23.—The Kaiser, act- 
ing in his capacity as commander-in- 
chief of the German army, has for- 
bidden all his officers to visit England 
without permission from the military 
authorities. At present German offi- 
cers must obtain the consent of the 
authoritics to travel abroad, but they 
have not been required to state their 
foreign destination. — ns 

The Kaiser's new decree is intend- 
ed to prevent German oflicers from 
undertaking at their own risk efpion- 
age on Jritish territory. Hitherto 
this has been a common practice 
among tic ambitious young military 
men who desired to gain distinction 
by bringing home useful information 
about England’a defences,

his home, 124 West 65th street.

Russian Troops Are Reported In Offi- 
cial Persian Despatches to Have 
Brutally Killed Natives Who Had 
Bren Advised Not to Fight— 
Citizens of Teheran Resent 
Dismissal of W. M. Shuster. 


London, Dec. 26.—A massacre has 
been going on in Resht since Satur- 
day, according to official Persian tele- 

ams received in London yesterday. 
Shese state that on Sunday 500. Per- 
sians were killed by the Russians, 
many of them being-women and chil- 
dren. The people, it is said, have 
been exhorted not to fight, and not to | 
give the slightest provocation, but the 
massacre still continues. t 

Resht is the capital of the Province 
of Ghilan, and has 40,000 inhabitants. 
The Government-house has been bom- 
barded, and many Government oifi- 
cials and police have been killed. Pri- | 
vate houses have been demolished. 1 

According bio other despatches the } 
Russians killed four unarmed Moham- | 
médars in the Armenian quarter ol 
see during the fighting in that 
city. 

“The people of Persia,” says the de- 
spatch, “are stupeted at the attitude 
of the Rusaians, specially as. these 
outrages have followed immediately 
o,. the acceptance by Persian of the 
second Russian ultimatum, and when 
Persia has shown every desire and 
disposition to’ conciliate Russia and 
eatablish friendly relations.” 

Resented Shuster’s Dismissal. 

Teheran, Dec. 26.—The Cabinet yes- 
terday notified W. Morgan Shuster, 
treasurer-gencral of Persia, of his dis- 
missal from that office. This follows 
the decision of the National Council 
and the Ministry to submit to the 
demands contained in the Russian 
ultimatum. The Cabinet intimated to 
Mr. Shuster that they would commun- 
icate to him later their plans concern- 


{.|ing the turning over o' his accounts 


to his successor. 

An indignation meeting was held 
after the announcement of Mr. Shys- 
ter’s dismissal was made, to protest

In Athens the 
priests of Cybele used belis in their 
rites; the Greeks employed them in 
camps and. garrisons, and the most 
solemn moment in the ritual of the 
Catholic church is preceded by the 
ringing of silver chimed bells. 

Paulinus, bishop of Nola, introduced 
the bell Into the Christian worship in 
the year 400 A. D. : 

The first bells were made in Cam- 
pania, hence the term campanile or bell 
tower. 

The adoption of the bell into the 
services of the church soon gave the” 
chimes the comforter’s office In the 
minds of the derout. In thelr simple 
faith the worshipers belleved that con- 
secrated bells bad the power to pre- 
vent storms, to drive away evil spirits 
and to bring repose to the sufferer. 

The direct forerunner of the New 
Year bell ts what was known as the 
“passing bell.” This was rung at the 
death of a believer. In theory devils 
troubled the expiring patient. 

But the peals of a consecrated bell 
were believed to possess a potency 
that the most -malignant of devils 
could not withstand; bence with ev- 
ery death the ringing of the holy bells 
exorcised the eri! spirits and assured 
the soul a happy passing Into a future 
untroubled peace. 

From this anclent custom developed 
easily and naturally the habit of ring- 
ing out the old year and ringing in 
the new. 

Centuries bave passed, a thousand 
years, and still 500 more have been 
aumbered since the firet New Year 
was hailed by the music of taned 
brass, but man still finds the custom 
deantiful and comforting, and 1912 
will be saluted by more peals than any 
ef its predecessors. 

The bell most farored Is made of tin 
and copper. In the reign of Henry IL 
axperts decreed that a bell should bare 
two parts of copper and one of tin 
When Mr. Layard made his famous iu 
vestigation of the ruins of Nineveb ti- 
found beautifully toncd bells where 
ihe proportion was ten parts of copper 
against one of tin. Later experts have 
decided that four to one fs about the 
right proportion. Experiments have 
also been made with bells of brass. 
German aliver, real sitver and gold. 
Some made of steel were shown to 
bave a beantiful tone, but deficient 
from the fact that it could not be sux 
tained. Glass bells of great thickness 
give out an exquisite melody, bat the 
matertal ts too brittle to withstand the 
constant impact of the clapper. 

Bo most of the bells that greet 1912 
will be made according to the formula 
of four parts copper to one part tin. 

The moet famous of the bells that 
have greeted New Year are now si- 
fenced for all time. One is a prised 
relic of the world's greatest autocracy; 
the other is a worshiped memento of 
the struggle for liberty that launched 
into existence the world’s mightiest re- 
public. : 

The great bell of Moscow, sow lo 
cated fn the Kremlin, was cast fn 
1734. It was the design of its makers 
that it sbould fll the air with a vol- 
ume of melody that should make it 
world famous, In both height and ét- 
ameter this colossus of bells is tweaty- 
one feet. It weighs 103 tons.

The:meseage was transmit- 
ted.to the Imperial Minister of War 
at Constantinople by the commander 
of the Turkish troops from Tobruk, 
Tripoli, under date of Dec. 22. 

The report: follows: “‘We have at- 
tacked ‘the fortified posts of the en- | 
emy. Notwithstanding the fire from 
the warships and fort batteries, we 
entered the fort and the garrison has 
been annihilated: Ammunitions, pro- 
visions, war material and a quick-fir- 
ing gun have been carried Into our
